— A 
tremendous sensation was caused in 
the Anterican Luncheon Club today 
when Senator James Hamilton Lewis 
of Tilinois, the club's guest of honor, 
criticized Great Britain by saying: 

“iow can there be peace with a 
nation that is exciting our neighbors 
to war on our borders?” 

Thos. J. MacNamara, parliamentary 
secretary of the British admiralty, 
had expressed to the one hundred 
Americans present the customary 
sentiment, hoping that the Uniteg 
States and England ‘would be ever 
bound by vhe ties_of peace, and Sen- 
ator Lewis’ speech followed. 

The Illinois senator continued: 

“president Wilson's policy is peace 
with honor, but honor first, and there 
must be honor even without peace.” 

Americans congratulated the flame- 
whiskered senator, one shaking his 
hand and saying: 

‘Benator, your speech will 
inspiration to all Americans.” 

Senator Lewis implicitly believes 
that Sir Lionel Carden’s removal 
is imminent. He says that the fo-- 
eign office here thinks that America’s 
conviction that Carden’s antagonism 
is based on ignorance; but even so, It 
would rather remove him than lose 
the friendship of the United States.

Evervone apparently is in good hu- 
mor and predictions that the séssion 
will not be tong are quite general. 
Over redistribution the real fight is 
promised and the extent and = char- 
acter of that will depend on what the 
opposition thinks of the government 
measure, 

The Liberals have already had a 
sort of caucus or conference and an 
amendment to the address was under 
consideration. It was reported that 
free wheat would be called for, but 
while that will come later it may not 
be as an amendment now. 

There will be full party caucuses 
next week. The session has been de- 
layed. but the delay has resulted in 
everything being in better shape, The 
most contentious measures will be 
brought in first. The increase in west- 
ern senatorial representation will be 
foliowed by the redistribution bill and 
after that in due course the other 
items in the sessional program.

Tt is estimated by Norman L, Har- 
vey, seoretary to the provincial de- 
partment of railways and telephones, 
that at a very conservative estimate 
the sum of forty-five millions ff 
dollars has been added to the wealth 
of the province by the construction 
of 4866 miles of railway in Alberta 
during the past three years. This is 
the way Mr, Harvey figures it out 

A mile of new railway opens up 
two square miles of territory, or ten 
miles on either side of the railway, 
consequently the construction of 1866 
miles of railway in the last three 
years means that roughly  %7,300 
square miles, or 25,572,000 acres, have 
been brought into direct touch with 
railways. Taking the added value of 
this land by reason of the introdue- 
tion of railWays at the very moderate 
and modest estimate of two dollars 
per acre, it will be found that the 
province is richer to the extent of 
over forty-five millions, 


Credit to Government. 


Not all this railway expansion and 
increased prosper.y is directly at- 
tributable to the guarantee policy of 
the provincial government. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Harvey says that not 
much more than half is so attribut- 
able in a direct sense. But indirectly 
the government may fairly claim a 
greater part of the efedit for this

The building was used by the con- 
tractors as a watehmen’'s shelter, and 
it is stated that sixteen sticks of dyno 
mite Were in one corner Leaving the 
building to go to his supper, the 
watchman returned to dind it in 
flames, and immediately sent in ao 
alarm. Just before the firemen ar 
rived the dynamite exploded with 4 
terrific report, shattering the build- 
ing to kindling wood. 

Thinking t% \t some Derson may 
have been in the building at the time 
of the explosion, somebody telephonet 
for the police ambulance, but fort 
nately it was not required.

During the corresponding months of the last fiscal year 
the total number was 334,083, composed of 127,875 British, 
113,798 American and 92,410 from all other countries, The 
inerease was 5 per cent, 

During the calendar year 1913 the total immigration to 
Canada was 418,870, made up of 156.984 British, 115,751 
Americans and 146,135 from all other countries. 

During the calendar year 1912 the ‘total number was 
395,804, composed of 145,859 British, 140,148 American and 
109,802 from all other countries.
